Every once in a while somettiinsr comes 
along to i^tore faith. Such an event happened 
Saturday in Ann Arbor, where Michigan did the 
•‘impossible** and beat Ohio State. 


The Wolverines were 15 point underdogrs. 
The Buckeyes were undefeated and practically 
unchalienged thi*ougrh 22 straight games dating 
back to 1967 and were rated, by both college 
football coaches and sportswriters who vote 
ever>- week in wire service polls, as the best 
college football team in the nation. There was 
talk — everywhere except on the Michigan prac­ 
tice field — about Ohio State being the best team 
in college football’s entire 100 years. 


“Bring on the Vikings,** the Ohio players 
shouted just a week ago after dismembeiing 
Purdue 42-14. The reference was to the Minne­ 
sota Vikings, winners of nine straight games 
and leaders in the Central Division of the pro­ 
fessional National Football League. 


“Bring on Ohio State,** was the word from 
the west coast, where sportswriters and the 
Athletic Association of Western Universities 
were not in the least bit happy about having 
“aJso ran** Michigan or Purdue represent the 
Big 10 in the annual Rose Bowl matchup while 
Ohio State, the “best** team watched on tele­ 
vision at Columbus, unable to participate because 
of the Big 10*s rule against conference teams 
appearing in the classic two years in a row. 


Even Big 10 athletic directors and faculty 
representatives were having second thoughts on 
the policy and Commissioner William Reed, a 
Michigan graduate no less, said the policy would 
be **Kviewed*’ at th e oonference*s December 
meeting.

The situation was not unlike that of 1945, 
the first year of the Big Ten-Pacific Coast Rose 
Bowl contract, when the nation and the west 
clamored for the “best** team in the bowL The 
Big 10 champion was Illinois, a fine football 
tcm , but not the team the west coast wanted 
to priay powerful UCLA. The west coast wanted 
Army or Notre Dame. Result: Illinois 45, UCLA 
14. 


So It was Saturday as the Wolverines, beat­ 
en by Missouri and Michigan State this season 
and humiliated 50-14 a year ago by practically 
the same Ohio State team, took the field before 
a record 103,588 in Michigan Stadium and mil­ 
lions more watching at home. The outcome may 
have been Michigan*s greatest triumph over 
Ohio since 1835 when Congress gave Mich^^ran 
the Upper Peninsula for an eight^mile border 
strip between the states: Michigan 24, Ohio 
SUtel2. 


The victory was to rank among the great­ 
est upsets, although Michigan may not agree it 
was an upset, in college football histor>' — on 
a par with Columbia’s 21-20 shocker in 1947 
over aa Army team which was unbeaten in 32 
strdght games, with Notre Dame's 7-0 conquest 
of OMahoma in 1957 which broke the Sooners’ 
47-gmme wining streak, with Purdue's 6-0 tri- 
nm ^ in 1958 breaking Michigan State’s 28- 
fame victory string and Navy's 14-2 win over 
another top-ranked Army team in 1950. 


It also will go down as one of the “finest 
hours" at Michigan and as once **Roses Bloomed 
in the Snow" for the Wolverines at Columbus, 
Saturday they sprouted out of Tartan Turf, the 
new artificial planting surface in Michigan Sta­ 
dium.

As In 1950, when in the famous **Blizzard 
Bowl'* at Ohio Stadium the Wolverines without 
so much as making a first down upset Ohio State 
9-3 to earn the Big lO's Rose Bowl bid, Satur­ 
day's game was a classic. 


It had all the elements — Incentive on both 
sides; a new coach. Michigan’s Glenn (Bo) 
Schembechler against his former teacher, W’ayne 
(Woody) Hayes; a capacity crowd: national 
television; the revenge motive for Michigan; the 
national championship for Ohio State. 


And when it was over, the comments were 
tj-pical. 


“We were outplayed, outhustled and out- 
coached.** Hayes grumbled. 


“It hapoened because we knew we were go­ 
ing to win,** enthused Schembechler. “This is 
an emotional game. We probably would have 
gone to the Rose Bowl anyway. But we wouldn't 
want to go under those conditions . . . and they 
wouldn't have wanted us. Now we are not going 
as second best. We*re going as co-chamnions of 
the Big 10 . . . and don*t you forget it." 


There is no question that emotion played a 
big part in the Michigan victory. Michigan want­ 
ed this one more than the Buckeyes. 


A»^d the Wolverines proved, like the New 
York Mets, New York Jet«; and those teams from 
Columbia, Notre Dan*e. Purdue and Navy, that 
a game is not over until it is played. *That's what 
makes it all worth while.

It so happens that an ex­ 
periment undertaken by Ab­ 
bott Laboratories on 12 mice 
cast some doubt on cyclamates. 
True, the doses administered 
to the mice would have been 
enough to dioke a couple of 
hones. But some of the animals 
did develop cancer after the in­ 
jections. This being the case, 
Robert Finch, the Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
had no recourse: the so-called 
Delaney Clause of the 1958 law 
eompelled him to act.

Each week I recetve a num­ 
ber of lettera from constituents 
protesting the misleading ad­ 
vertising, the unfair packaging, 
or other inadequacies of a pur­ 
chased produd. Thera seems to 
be little recourse for these con­ 
sumers, who very often justly 
feel thet they have been cheat­ 
ed. They write to aak for help, 
not only for themselves, but 
for every American dtizen 
who has been sold an item un­ 
der false pratenses. 


Congress, in past yean, has 
attempted to equalize some­ 
what the position of the pro­ 
ducer and the consumer. The 
Food and Drug Ad with its 
amendments haa been effective 
in protecting the consumer 
from hsrmful foods and drugs. 
Likewise, the Fair Packaging 
and Labeling Ad guarantees 
that ths consumer is not mis­ 
led about a prodiid’s weight 
content. 
And last week, the 
President signed into Isw a 
provision to protect childran 
from dangerous toys. 


I do not think, however, 
that such legislation goes far 
enough, because the individ- 
ual citizen sHU has nowhere to 
turn when subjed to imfair 
selling practices. I have, con­ 
sequently, introduced new leg­ 
islation tp sstablish an Office 
of Consumer Affain. This of­ 
fice would coordinate all Fed­ 
eral programs and activittea 
affecting consumen. It would 
rapreoent the consumer and his 
interests befora Federal agen­ 
cies. 
Mora 
importanUy, 
it 
would serve as a clearing house 
for consumer information. The 
average dUzen would finally 
have an agency to turn to, 
when he has a consumer com­ 
plaint Each consumer would, 
finally, have a national office 
working, and asking questions, 
in his behalf. 


President Nixon 
has en­ 
dorsed the general concept of 
s Consumen Affain Office. 
He has expresssd his hope that 
such an efflce could resolve 
conflicts, initiate research, and 
reconunend improvements in 
government policies affecting 


consumers. He has urged, fur­ 
ther, that a consumer protec­ 
tion diviston be established by 
the Department of Justice, and 
that stronger consumer laws be 
enacted. 
I feel, as does the 
President that the need for 
greater consumer protection is 
urgent and I wiU work for 
speedy pessage of new legisla­ 
tion in the House.
